ARNOLD TURNER 
HELD BY POLICE

Suspect Depies Connection 
With Murder; Record 
Shows Sex Offenses 


NEW YORK, May 14 (AP) 


—A man identified by police 
as Arnold Alexander (Lucky) 
Turner, 25, of New York City 
and formerly of Phoenixville, 
Pa., was booked tonight on fugitive 
and homicide charges in the slay- 
ing last Saturday of five-year-old 
Ann Thompson in Upper Gwynedd 
township, Montgomery county. Pa. 


Police said the man was arrested 


on a warrant of information and 
belief issued at Norristown, Pa., 
which 
accuses 
Turner 
of 
the 


child's death. 


Detectives, who arrested Turn- 


er in a tenement apartment, said 
the man had escaped from a 
mental institution at Norris- 
town, Pa., where he was serving: 
a sentence on a sex charge. 


New York Detective Jack Rosen- 


feld, who made the arrest in the 
company of Pennsylvania State 
Trooper Dennis Hogan and Detec- 
tive Harry Rankin, of the Mont- 
gomery county district 
attorney's 


office, said Turner was taken into 
custody while taking care of an 
11-months-old child the man identi- 
fied as his own. 


Rosenfeld said Turner denied any 


connection with the slaying of the 
Pennsylvania child, and told off- 
icers he had been living in New 
York city for the past eight months 
with a woman Turner identified as 
his common-law wife. 


The officer quoted Turner as say- 


Ing that his wife now is in Belle- 
vlue hospital here, and that she 
gave birth to a child two days ago. 


Rosenfeld said, however, that 


records show Turner has a wife 
and child living in Norristown. 
The detective quoted Turner as - 
saying he .had been unemploy- 
ed for some time folowing dis- 
charge from the Army. 


Police said Turner would be ar- 


raigned in General Sessions court 
here tomorrow morning.

WASHINGTON, May 14 (AP)—Secretary of War Pat- 


terson said today that more than 400,000 tons of food will be 
sent to Germany this month, a similar amount in June and 


m July. 
even more 
His annoujn^emenjLCQrifititiitpd the 


War department's response to com- 
plaints of short rations. There are 
threats of a general strike in Stutt- 
gart May 22 if food conditions are 
not improved before then. 


Referring to the survey and 


recommendations made by for- 
mer President Herbert Hoover, 
Patterson said in a statement 
that shipments of food to Ger- 
many called for 
under the 


Hoover recommendations "have 
been met up to May 1, except 
for an amount equal to about 
one week's ration." 


"Even this is only a delay, not 


a reduction," Patterson said. 


The planned shipments of food, 


the secretary said, "should be suf- 
ficient to maintain the ration (in 
Germany) from now on." 


Substantially all the food imports 


into .-Germany have come from the 
United States "as the only avail- 
able source, but they have been paid 
for jointly by the British and our- 
selves," Patterson said. 


Patterson did not refer to reports 


in London that Foreign Secretary 
Ernest 
Bevin will tell Commons 


tomorrow 
that, substantial relief 


from the food crisis iriTfie British- 
occupation zone m Germany can- 
not be expected until the Summer 
harvest. 


The food crisis in western 


Germany "has been a source of 
deep concern for weeks" to Gen. 


• Lucius D.-Clay, the American

"Every 'measure within

power has been taken to meet it,"

ARABS ATTACK 
RUSSIAN PLAN 


Qromyko Urges U. N. 
To Establish Dual State 
As Palestine Solution 


NEW YORK, May 14 «P)" — So- 


viet Russia called on the United 
Nations today for -.creation of an 
independent 
Jewish-Arab 
govern- 


ment in Palestine. 


The "Arabs immediately - retorted 


that such a dual state would be 
impossible unless barriers w e r e 
kept up against Jewish immigra- 
tion into the Holy Land. 
The 


Jewish agency for Palestine said it 
had no comment. 


Linking his suggestion with 


a vigorous attack on Britain's 
administration of the Palestine 
mandate, Deputy Foreign Min- 
ister Andrei A. Gromyko told 
the General assembly that the 
only other acceptable solution 
would be partition of Palestine 
into separate Jewish and Arab 
nations. 
The Arabs have opposed parti- 


tion. The Zionists have indicated 
acceptance of such a plan as a 
basis for discussion. 


The long Soviet speech touched 


off extended debate and retarded 
the weary assembly on its drive to- 
ward adjournment. 
Before quit- 


ting the 55 delegates must approve 
a political committee plan for set- 
ting up and instructing an 11-na- 
tion investigation commission to 
report on the entire Holy Land 
problem. 
In the midst of the heated dis- 


cussions, Norway brought forth a 
resolution calling on all parties to 
the Palestine problem to declare a 
truce for the duration of U. N. delib- 
erations. The move asked for par- 
ties to refrain 
from "threat of 


force or any other action which 
might affect the problem." 


The truce plea came here as ex- 


plosions rocked areas in northern 
and southern portions of Palestine.

Truman Approves Portal Ban Bill. 
Asks Minimum Wage Rate Boost 


HARRISBURG. May 14 


Hnuse approved bill which would 
compel commissions, school boards 
and city councils to meet in public 
sessions to en?ct ordinances, resolu- 
tions. rules ?nd regulations was ad- 
vanced without opposition in the 
Senate today. 


The bill, in position for final ac- 


tion tomorrow, is backed by the 
Pennsylvania Newspaper Publishers" 
association. 


WASHINGTON, May 14 


President Truman today signed a 
bill to erase most portal-to-portal 
pay claims, past and future, and 
pleaded anew that" the minimum 
wage be increased from 40 to 65 
cents an hour. 


In a message to Congress announc- 


ing he had approved the bill "in the 
interest of the economic stability of 
the nation," Mr. Truman also: 


1. Asked that the Wage-Hour law 


be extended to "many persons not 
now protected" by it. 


t. Announced that the Portal act 


will require a bigger sum for en- 
forcement of the Wage-Hour law. 
He will ask for it later. 


3. Declared the new act should end 


pay uncertainties that will smooth 
out current wage negotiations and 
help business to plan full production 
and price reductions. 


4. Asked Secretary of Labor Lewis 


Schwellenbach to keep an eye on the 
effects of the Portal act. He an- 
nounced he will ask Congress to 
take prompt action if it proves det- 
rimental to fair laoor standards. 


The law sprang from a. $6.- 


000.000.000 deluge of suits in 
courts all over the country 
claiming portal back pay un- 
der the Wage-Hour law. This 
law sets a 40-cent minimum 
wage in interstate industry and 


requires payment of time and a 
half after 40 hours a week. An 
employer risks heavy damages 
if he violates the law. 


The portal suits were based on 


a Supreme court decision that an 
employer may be liable for non- 
productive activities performed dur- 
ing "time under his control. These 
include such things as walking to 
the work bench, sharpening tools, 
etc. 


Mr. Truman wrote that judicial 


interpretation had "raised the pos- 
sibility that employers , might be 
required to pay back wages for cer- 
tain activities which in most indus- 
tries had not previously been con- 


sidered by either workers or em- 
ployers to be compensable." 


"I believe that, in the interest of 


the economic stability of our na- 
tion, it is essential to clarify this 
matter by statute," he added. 


The bill would outlaw most portal 


suits now on court dockets and 
would outlaw nearly all future suits. 
While the total of the suits at one 
time 
approximated 
$6,000.000.000, 


many were withdrawn after the key 
case—involving CIO pottery work- 
ers at Mount Clemens, Mich.—was 
dismissed at the union's request. 


Secretary 
Schwellenbach had 


urged that the bill be vetoed, con-

higher courts for a decision that 
would have state-wide application. 
The proposed code, however, per- 
mits appeals to the State Superior 
court. 


Bertram J. Murphy, Reading, 


president of the Pennsylvania Fed3- 
eration of Fraternal-a»d-Social -Or- 
ganizations, said the club quota 
moratorium was proposed by his 
group to backers of the liquor 
code as "a compromise." 


"We feel it will give national 


veterans organizations a chance 
to obtain liquor licenses," 
Murphy said, adding his or- 
ganization represents 1500 clubs, 
including major veteran organi- 
zations. 


The House, after rewriting the 


club section, made a final* vote on 
the proposed new code a special 
order of business for Monday night.

Stefan.

House made no attempt to override 
the ruling.

tions committee, a bill to au-

Smith, ambassador to Russia.

Churchill Wants Britain, France 


• To Open Path in German Economy 


LONDON, Mav 14 f/P)—Winston 


Churchill icnewed a plea for world 
support of a United States of Eu- 
rope today and declared Britain 
and France must take the lead In. 
restoring the German economy be- 
fore Germans "turn their thoughts 
to revolt and revenge" 


Declaring Europe today was "a 


rubble heap, a cfaarnel house, a 
breeding ground of pestilence of 
hate", Churchill told a gathering 
in Royal Albert hall that there 
could be no united Europe without 
a solution of the German problem 
and "without a united Europe there 
is no prospect of world government." 


And the prospects for world 


peace are "dark and doublt- 
fuF, he added, "unless some ef- 
fective world super government, 
for the purposes of preventing 
war, can be set up and begin it» 
reign." 


He spoke at a "United Europe" 


meeting at a moment when world 
attention wa: being focused on Ger- 
manv because of a critical food 
shoitage. 


The war-time prime minister de- 


clared there "is no truth" in the 
allegation that advocacy of a united 
Europe was "a maneuver in the 
game of power politics ^TnTtrTantfis 
a sinister plot against Soviet Rus- 
sia."-The creation of a healthy and 
contended Europe is the first and 
truest interest of the Soviet Union." 
he declared. 


"Looking out from the ruins 


of their most famous cities and 
from amid the cruel devastation 
of their fairest lands, the Rus- 
sian people should surely realize 
how much they stand to gain by 
the elimination of the causes 
of war and the fear of war on 
the European continent." 


The central and almost the most 


serious problem which glares upon 
the Europe of today is the future 
of Germany, without a solution of 
this problem, Germany will once 
again become a menace to her neigh- 
bors and to the whole world; and 
the fruits of victory and liberation 
will be cast away." 


Churchill said he had wondered, 


when he first began advocating a 
United States of Europe some 15 
years ago whether the United States 
would regard such a development 
as antagonistic to its interests, "but 
all that has passed away." 


"The whole movement of Ameri- 


can opinion is favorable to the're- 
vival and recreation of Europe," he 
said, and Britain and .France must 
take the lead as "founder partners" 
in the movement for a united Eu- 
rope. 


"Do we imagine that we can be 


carried forward indefinitely upon 
the shoulders—broad though they 
be—of the United States?" he asked.

George M. Covington- a taxi 
driver, and read to the jury, 
said that Hard shouted "Let's 
get it over with." shot the Negro, 
reloaded and shot him again. 


Statements introduced by the 


State as coming from Walter T.! 
Crawford and Henry Vernon Cul- ; 
bertson. other defendants, also said j 
Hurd shot the Negro. 


These statements were among 


several alleged confessions by vari- 
ous defendants to varying partici- J 
pation in the mob-slaying, and in- i 
troduced today into the murder, 
trial of 28 cab drivers and three I 
business men. 
They were intro-1 


duced over defense objections. 


They are accused of spiriting Earle 


away from the Pickens county jail < 


in an adjoining county and knifing 
and fatally shooting him beside a 
slaughter pen on a country road 
near here before dawn the past Feb. 
17. Earle was being held in con- 
nection with the stabbing of T. W. 
Brown, a taxi driver who later 
died. 


The other statements were alleg- 


edly by James Truman Cantrell, 19- 
year-old taxi driver, and Habert 
Carter. 


Covington's statement said Hurd 


fired two shots into Earle's head 
while the 24-year-old Negro was 
lying on the ground, resting on his 
elbows after having already been 
beaten and stabbed. 


It said a group of tax drivers left 


Greenville before daylight "to go 


to Pickens and get the man who 
cut Mr. Brown." 


It told of driving to Pickens,

WALLACE SEES 
150 BILLIONS 
BASIS OF PEACE 


Former Vice President 
Urges U. S. Investment 
To Level World Economy 


CHICAGO. May 14 V?>—Henry A 


Wallace declared tonight that 'the 
Administration is playing politics 
with the misery of Europe" and 
advocated a $150.000,000 000 program 
of American exports and investments 
throughout the world. 


The only hope for peace "is a ma- 


jor 
effort 
to restore the 
world 


economy by the use of American 
resources," the former vice presi- i 
dent and Cabinet member said in 
a speech delivered at a meeting 
sponsored by the Illinois chapter 
of Progressive Citizens of America. 


"The 
Truman doctrine may 


not lead to war, but it will 
never lead to peace," Wallace 
declared. 


"In all Europe I found only 


one group—the group of extreme 
right 
wingers 
led 
by 
Winston 


Churchill, who were ready to de- 
fend the Truman doctrine," Wallace 
said. 


He defined the "Truman Doc- 


trine" as a "doctrine of unlimited 
aid to anti-Soviet governments,"' 
and added, "I predict that one day 
we shall bitterly regret the action 
that Congress has taken." 


Wallace said the "one and only 


road to peace" was a "program of 
action based on a priority not of 
political reliability but of human 
needs." 


"This program is the constructive 


alternative to the Truman doctrine. 
It approaches the needs of the 
world from a standpoint of all 
humanity. It sets these goals: 


"To restore living standards In 


Europe and Asia to pre-war levels 
—that means investment of rive bil- 
lion dollars a year by America for 
five years. 


"To raise living standards of 


eastern Europe to those of west- 
ern Europe—that means invest- 
ment of five billion a yea* by 
America for five years. 


"A further goal, for the world 


to set and reach, is the raising of 
the living standards of Asia to pres- 
ent European levels. That will re- 
quire ten billion of American ex- 
ports annually later on, and for 10 
years." 


Speaking of his recent tap to 


Europe. Wallace said: 


"I met with leaders of the left 


in Europe, because tney speafc ior 
Europe today. I met also with 
leaders of the center and men re- 
garded as conservative who in fact 
were well to the left of myself. Ail 
of these groups begged me to tell 
the people of America of their con- 
viction that America 
will drive 


Europe into the hands of Russia 
if she tries to force Europe to join 
an anti-Soviet armed camp." 


He said a bi-partisan bloc to 


Congress had "killed or buried every 
forward looking program presented 
by the administration" and "gave 
birth to a curious mixture of power 
politics and international carpet- 
bagging known as the Truman 
Doctrine."

PITTSBURGH, May 14 (/P)—Basic 


.steel production today Is at a rt'cord 
peacetime peak but despite the tax- 
ing of capacitv in bit; mills the out- 
put is inbutiicient, causmK some 
shutdowns, notably in segments of 
the automobile industry. 


This industry is basic steel's big- 


gest single customer but in the 
steel firm's generally rigid policy 
gets no more than its share ol the 
mills' output in an allocation sys- 
tem. 


Steel sources explain that the 


policy is to spread production on a 
pro rata basis among all of the in- 
dustry's customers to the limit of 
the steel mills' capacity. 


Even this stepped-up prpduction 


has not been sufficient to meet de- 
mands placed on the steel industry 
in the transition from a war to a 
peacetime economy.
